Second Floor 
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Price Index*. Does it Reflect Truth? 


The elar attraction in the statisti­ 
cal arena today is the consumer price 
index, issued by the bureau of labor 
statistics of. Uia I'&4-abüt-depart ment 
Its findfhgA Ire awaited anxiously 
each ftiobth And Ar#'"itetililít atiNfftlra 
a prominent position lit the nation s 
press, i 
H eísewives, labor leaders, busi­ 
nessmen and politicians react accord 
ifkf to what they read in it. 
Yet. probably not one person in ten 
thousand knows how the index oper­ 
ates. of how it is compiled. 
Its 
influence in 
the opinion of 
many is too extensive. It foes far in 
determining the w»gee of workers. It 
may tip the scales of a national poli­ 
tical campaign, and some months ago, 
i11 riggered conaumer relie 1 lion against 
prices. 


John Prestbo. staff reporter of the 
Wall Street Journal, ably 
describes 
the mechanics of the consumer prtcé 
index and points out some of its pe­ 
culiarities a a well as limitations. 
For one thing, it is not really A 
cost-of-living index. It does not tell 
how high prices are in one area com- 
paréd with another. 
It simply measures price changes. 
According to it. for example, prices 
currently in Boston are 118.5 percent 
of the 1957*50 average, while Cincin­ 
nati is only 11.2 parcent of the 1957- 
59 average. 
The figures don't necessarily mean 
that Boston has higher prices than 
Cincinnati—only that they have risen 
faster. 


The index measures changes in the 
retail prices of some 400 goods and 
Sendees based on sample purchases in 
icorSs of U.S. cities, made on certain 
days of the week. 
Its 
methods of 
weighing these 
prices in relation to quality, the pro­ 
portion each represents of the wage- 
earner’s salary and other variables are 
so complex as to he 
almost 
beyond 
description. 
Its monthly survey theoretically 
represents 
40' percent, of the U.S. 
population. 
The index is not fully applicable 
to 60 percent of American consumers. 
Among this 60 peruent are 
doctors, 
teachers, retired people 
and 
others 
who don’t buy the silne things in the 


same proportions as the urban work­ 
ers surveyed for the index. 


As Prestbo points out, the index 
is so irrelevant to farm ers th a t the 
a gr i eti 11 u re 
d e pa rt me n t 
pub Hah es a 
separate retail price index for them. 
He also describes the difficulties of 
an official index shopper during an 
afternoon of pricing women’s clothing. 
The shopper spent 45 minutes “plow­ 
ing through a rack of casual dresses 
to find four com parable with those she 
priced the month lie fore. Each had 
to have at least four of six details (a 
certain width in hem and seam, seams 
pressed open, taping on the inside of 
the hem and around the waist, and 
thread bolt loops).”' 
In addition to checking these de­ 
tails. “She is suiiposed to note w hether 
the garments are of ‘clean* or only 
‘fair’ workmanship. To help her, the 
bureau has laid down standards as 
objective as it can make them : The 
type of stitching and the number of 
loose til read, s in a gar men t are two of 
the indica!ions she goes by.” 
Beyond such specifics as these is 
the 
problem 
of 
judging value and 
quality. In this respect, Ackley, the 
president’s top economic adviser, has 
charged that the 6.6 percent rise in 
the index from i960 to 
1905 would 
have been “ less than that, and per­ 
haps even 
nonexistent” If the index 
had 
been 
adjusted 
to reflect ade­ 
quately improvements in the quality 
of the goods and services it prices. 


Prestbo draws attention to the seri­ 
ous time lag between the end of a 
month and the publication of index 
figures f o r that month. To correct this 
would cost money. 
But, as an assistant bureau of labor 
statistics commissioner put it: 
“When prices are fairly stable, no 
one has much interest in the index so 
we don’t get any more money. 
“When prices begin to move up. as 
they 
are 
now, 
the 
Administration 
wants to get into a 
noninflationary 
position, so no one’s anxious to give 
us more money to show how much 
p r i cea a re i n c rea s I n g. * * 
All of which detracts not one whit 
from the crucial nature of 
the 
con­ 
sumer 
price 
index, because it has 
come to be looked upon as an infallible 
gauge of prices aiui inflation.

How often 
have 
We 
heard 
that 
anyone 
with the am bition and ability 


to go to college can get help 
under our generous 
F ederal 
aid to higher education pro­ 
gram s if his family cannot fi­ 
nance his education? 
The work-study program is 
supposed to allow' the ambitious 
student to work for part of his 
college costs. 
He contributes his labor in 
return for assistance instead of 
burdening 
the 
taxpayers 
by 
holding 
out 
hi* 
hand 
for 
a 
grant. 
It just isn't true in many 
eases. 
Few people realize that 
there are arbitrary and unfair 
limits upon 
parental 
income 
which do not take into account 
extenuating circum stances such 
as the num ber of dependents 
or illness of family m em bers 
other than the wage earner. 
Thus a fam ily with two chil­ 
dren and an incom e of $9090 
m ay be eligible for 
scholar­ 
ships. grants and the maximum 
work study income while a fam ­ 
ily with nine children and a 
chronic illness in the mother 
is repeatedly denied assistance 
because the father has ju st a t­ 
tained a salary of $11,009. 
The m axim um work-study in­ 
come allowed the second eldest 
of these children is $130. 
Our Federal educational as­ 
sistance program s are not ori­ 
ented to help those who try to 
help them selves. 
The m a x 1 m u m emphasis 
should be upon work-study. We 
should most help those who arc 
trying to help themselves. 
Instead 
the

★ FAME—There’s a little of Pottstown in 
Alexandria, VA., and the name of the founder 
of this borough i* well known there. It’s be­ 
cause a Potts home has become an historical 
shrine there. 


The mansion, named “Colfoss,” was built 
in Alexandria by John Potts, son of Samuel 
Potts and grandson of John Potts, after whom 
Pottstown was named. John Potts returned 
to Pottstown early in the 1800s to visit his 
mother. While here he was seized with a sud­ 
den illness and died Oct. 17. 1809. He was 
buried in the family graveyard here. 


John Potts father was one of the most suc­ 
cessful iron masters in the American colonies. 
He not only had forges and furnaces here in 
Pottstown, but also in Virginia. 


if JOHN POTTS, the Virginian, was born 
in the family mansion “Pottsgrove” in 1760 
and educated in Philadelphia as a lawyer. He 
was induced in 1785 to go to Alexandria to 
become secretary of the Potomac company of 
which General George Washington was presi­ 
dent. 


The plan of the company was to render 
the Potomac navigable, and although experi­ 
ence proved the fallacy of the idea, John 
Potts remained in Alexandria in a mansion 
completed in 1795. 


It was here General and Mrs. Washington 
visited oil many occasions. 


John Potts built himself another mansion 
in Alexandria “Colross”. and William Fitz- 
hugh bought the first Potts mansion in 1799. 
William Fitzhugh’s daughter married George 
Washington Parke Curtis, grandson of Mar­ 
tha Washington. 


In 1812. General “Light-Horse Harry” Lee 
moved into the mansion and it was from here 
in 1825 that his son Robert E. Lee went to 
West Point. Thus John Potts built the house 
in which George Washington and Robert E. 
Lee both “slept.” 


The lovely, old red brick mansion was 
bought in January of this year by the Stone­ 
wall Jackson Memorial Foundation, Inc., and 
will eventually be appropriately furnished 
and opened to the public.

a two-quart saucepan, stir together the sugar, 
syrup and water. Cook and stir constantly over medium heat 
until sugar is completely dissolved. Boil without stirring to 300 
degrees on candy thermometer, or until a small amount of mix­ 
ture dropped into very cold water separates into hard and brittle 
threads. Remove from heat and cool a few minutes. Add oil of 
cinnamon or peppermint extract and red food coloring; stir just 
enough to blend. Immediately pour the mixture into the 18 molds 
to Vi-inch thickness, holding stick in place with one hand. (If 
mixture hardens before all lollipops are poured, stir over low 
heat just until mixture is melted.) When lollipops are hard, peel 
off foil. Pipe six white stripes and a blue field onto each lollipop 
using white and blue-tinted Flag Frosting. 
Clean-Up Trick: To remove any candy stuck to inside of 
sauce pan, fill pan with water and heat to boiling; the boiling 
water will melt the syrup. Put thermometer and candy coated 
j spoons, too, in boiling w ater. 
FLAG FROSTING 
Mix 1 tablespoon water into 1 cup confectioners sugar until 
smooth. If needed, add extra water, drop, to make consistency to 
put through decorating tube. Use to pipe stripes onto flag lolli­ 
pops. Make additional or use leftover frosting and tint pale blue; 
use to pipe a blue field onto each flag lollipop. 
FLAG LOLLIPOP MOLDS 
j 12-inch roll heavy duty aluminum, foil 
Butter or margarine 
Diamond-shaped cookie cutter, 3V4 inches measured the long way 
Lollipop sticks: Vi-inch thick dowel cut into 6- or 7-inch lengths 
Cut a small piece of foil one inch wider than the width and 
one inch longer than the length of the cutter. (For the 3 Winch 
cutter used in these directions the foil piece will be 4Vi by 3 
inches.) Grease foil lightly with butter. Place cutter on greased 
surface; turn up sides of foil around cutter to make a neat dia­ 
mond shape; carefully slip foil off cutter so you have a diamond­ 
shaped foil mold. Make 17 more molds. (To use foil economically, 
tear each length off when it is 4Vi inches wide, and divide length 
into four equal pieces.) With a skewer, make a hole in each foil 
mold for inserting lollipop stick. The hole should be made close 
to the bottom of the mold and just slightly to one side of one of 
the points. For a high-flying flag, make hole next to an end point; 
for a low-flying flag, make hole next to a side point. Insert stick 
into mold so it is parrallel to one side of the diamond, to form 
the flagstaff.
